In any 
engineering enterprise those are obstacles 
fatal to success, . Those are the reasons 
why it is improbable that Canton will 
become the centre,of any big manufactur, 
ing enterprises, ‘The Chinesc, have con- 
fidence in the limited liability companies 
.in, Hongkong, as witnesa the local share 
market.
